1 . This office action is response to Applicant's amendment received on February 
13. 2001. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless -

3. Claims 13 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Atkinson. Atkinson discloses the same invention including a body (10), motor (11), 
blade (16), pivotable sole plate (15) to be held in a plurality of positions in which one 
position the sole plate is in contact with the workpiece (fig. 7), second position in which 
the sole plate is out of contact with the workpiece (fig. 6), and lockable in any one 
position (col. 3, lines 3-5).
